FOUR PEOPLE KILLED. 


THE 
VICTIMS WELL 
KNOW». 


One of the most distressing acci­ 
dents that ever occured in Los An­ 
geles county startled the residents of the 
Santa Ana Valley yesterday noon. Wil­ 
liam Bratley, his wife, danghter in-law 
and adopted daughter, Rose Benton, be­ 
ing struck and instantly killed by the 
south-bonnd Santa Fe overland train at 
the crossing, 200 yards north of the Santa 
Ana depot. The victims of the tragedy 
were all resident of El Modena and were 
on their way to Santa Ana in a two-horse 
rig, which had been shipped to them 
from Nebraska some three months ago. 
It was a little past 12 o’clock as they ap­ 
proached the crossing by Stuchell A 
Gerbel’a planing-mill, and just as their 
horses’ heads were within a few 
feet of the rails they heard the shrill, 
warning whistle of an approaching loco­ 
motive. William Bartley was driving, 
and eye witnesses of the affair etate that 
he whipped up the horses and endeav­ 
ored to get across. The team took fright, 
however, and set off at a lope down the 
track, turning when they were about 
fifty feet below the crossing and throw­ 
ing the wagon completely across the 
metals. There was a crash as the en­ 
gine dashed into it, and old Bartley was 
knocked from his seat and fell bead 
foremost by the side of the track. The 
vehicle, which was cut in two, caught in 
the pilot ahd was pushed along, old Mrs. 
Bartley 
and 
her 
danghterin-law 
being 
thrown 
out about twenty 
yards from the place of collision, while 
the other victim, Rose Benton, was 
dragged along by the engine until it 
stopped, her head being beaten into a 
pulp by contact with the ties. The train­ 
men and the other few persons who 
had witnessed the catastrophe rushed to 
the assistance of the unfortunates, bat 
mortal aid was useless for they had been 
killed instantly. U. 8. Deputy Mar­ 
shal Reed, who was at the depot await­ 
ing the arrival of the train, was soon on 
hand and placed a guard over the bodies 
so as to ward off the curious pending the 
arrival of the ambulance. It is worthy 
of note that the two horses that were 
dragging the wrecked wagon, escaped 
unhurt, having just cleared the rails in 
time and being relieved of their encumbr­ 
ance by the fore e of the collision. The news 
of the accident soon spread about town 
and in an incredibly short space of time 
the entire population of Santa Ana seemed 
to have emptied itself on the scene,which 
was a horrible one. A few broken boards 
were all that was left of the buggy, and 
its unfortunate inmates lay by the side 
of the track bleeding from wounds so ter­ 
rible in their mutilation that even the 
most hardened tnrned away with horror. 
On the arrival of the ambulance the 
remains were reverently lifted into it and 
conveyed to Grant’s undertaking estab­ 
lishment,where arrangements were made 
for 
THE OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION 
Into the affair. Coroner Meredith was 
telegraphed for and came down on the 
afternoon train, accompanied by Judge 
Egan, Dr. Ross and Mr. Carter, of the 
Santa Fe, and a H e ra ld reporter. The 
first thing they did was to carefully ex­ 
amine the scene of the accident with a 
view to finding the responsibility of the 
railroad in the affair and this resulted in 
the knowledge that the unfortunate 
travelers must certainly have scene the 
train as they came along the road. The 
next place of visitation was the morgue, 
and here a very unpleasant experi­ 
ence was endiired. 
The remains 
were terribly mutilated, old Mrs. 
Bartley and Rose Benton having their 
skulls beaten into almost unrecognizable 
shapo, while Mr. Bartley and his 
daughter-in-law, although not so badly 
mutilated, still presented a pitiable spec­ 
tacle. 
Coroner Meredith decided to perform 
his official duties forthwith, so a jury 
was hastily summoned and the taking of 
testimony began. The Sauta Fe officials, 
with a view to protecting themselves 
against a probable euit for damages, had 
the evidence taken down closely, these 
precautions being deemed necessary by 
the fact that Victor Montgomery, Esq , 
was on the scene watching the proceed­ 
ings in the interest of the relatives of the 
deceased. The testimony adduced was 
in subatance the same as above described, 
the most important witness being 
the fireman of the train that caused 
the accident. It was shown that the 
engineer had whistled according to cus­ 
tom on approaching the crossing, and, 
judging by the statements of the few 
that witnessed the sad sffair the team 
had gained control of old Bartley, who, 
in the excitement of the moment, for 
the whole thing happened within sixty 
seconds, was powerless to do anything to 
eave either himseif or the ladies with 
him. 
A great many witnesses were 
called, so that everything bearing on the 
railroad’s standing in the matter should 
be brought out, and the proceeding were 
still going on when the H e ra ld man at 
a late hour left with bis report for town. 
WHAT 18 KNOWN OF THE VICTIMS. 
The scribe’s inquiries as to the identi­ 
ties of the deceased resulted as fellows: 
The victims were William Barlley, aged 
*76, and his wife, Margaret, aged 80, both 
born in New York State; Mary E. Bart­ 
ley, aged 38, daughter-in-law of the old 
Kople, a native of Wisconsin; Rose 
inton, aged 19, their adopted daugther, 
born in Iowa. Old Mr. and Mrs. Bart­ 
ley passed a good deal of their lives in 
Pennsylvania, from which State they 
migrated to Lincoln, Neb., and from 
there moved to El Modena a vear ago 
last September, with the idea of passing 
their declining years in peace, for they 
had been hard workers for many 
years, having engaged in agricultural 
"pursuits. Their family consisted of five 
sons and three daughters, the females 
being at the time of the migration of the 
old folks to California all married to 
sturdy Nebraskan farmers. The sons all 
came out here, however, two of them, 
William Bartley, Jr., a real estate dealer, 
and Freemaa Bartley, being a t the pres­ 
ent time resident in Los Angeles. The 
other three, Joseph, David and John, 
live in El Modena, where they own a

A meeting t u called ior yesterday af- 
noon at the G. A. R. Hall, on North 
Main street, for the purpose of discuss­ 
ing the question of the best method to 
secure lower rents.

He 
stated the objects, which were: To con­ 
sider the question of a reduction of rents 
and to agitate the matter of the assess­ 
ment of a double tax in the form of a 
monthly license in addition to the taxon 
property. An additional cause for action 
ay in the universal prevalence of thiev­ 
ing and burglar^', which it was to the in­ 
terest of the retail dealers to have 
stopped as promptly as the police could 
bring it about. “ Not one merchant in 
five,” said Mr. Tarbell, “atleastof those 
below First street, have leases, and 
changes of location are quite possible to 
most of us. Permanent organization and 
united action is what is needed.” 
Jesse H. Butler was chosen to act as 
Secretary and a committee of five, con­ 
sisting of N. N. Kilgore, J. H. Richard­ 
son, W. H. Juenger, Niles Pease and 
Evan E. Evans, with the Chairman as 
an ex-officio member, was appointed to 
report on permanent organization.

To Ihe Honorable Council o f Lo» Angele»: 
G e n t l e m e n — In com pliance w itb tb ed u ty im 
posed upon m e as Mayor. I have the honor to 
subm it to you herew ith my annual message for 
the year ending Decem ber 1,1888: 
I am proud to be ab leto co n g atu latey o u upon 
tbe order, good health and gcucral prosperity 
the city has eujoyed d u ring this period. Our 
population lias increased largely in th is tim e, 
an a p ublic and private im provem ents bavo ad­ 
vanced a t au astonishing rate. The various 
departm ents of the City G overnm ent will, by 
th eir ow n reporta to you, show th e great ad ­ 
vance m ade d u ring th at past year, and m ore 
than a general reference to each departm ent 
and a general review of th e city’s progress and 
necessities is n et necessary on my part. 
W hen I assum ed the d uties of • ho Chief E x ­ 
ecutive of th e city tw o years ago, I determ ined 
upon a course w hich Bhould give a good aud 
progressive governm ent. 1 have constantly 
borne this idea In m ind, and my official acts 
have been carried out w ith the B ole object of 
the good of (he m unicipality in view . The 
rap la gr ow th of th e city d u ring my term oí 
office largely increased th e responsibilities of 
the position, and th e evolution of ou r city from 
a tow n to a city of m etropolitan im portance, 
oarricd in its train duties w hich re q u ired the 
m ost careful execution. 
These d u ties w ere varied, b u t tbe m ost im ­ 
portant, I th in k , w ere those dealing w ith the 
vicious and crim inal classes. I point w ith 
pleasure and gratification to the splendid con­ 
trol exercised over this elem ent, Los Angeles 
to day being one of th e best regulated cities iu 
tb e U nion. The city hasdoubied iu population 
since I en tered upon my d u ties as M ajor, and 
the proportion o: crim in als to th e population 
w ould have been increased but lo r tn e ener- 
Íetlc repression w blcb w as well 
enforced, 
here were 5904 arrests m ade d u ring th e year 
by a police force averaging seventy-five m en. 
The total of fines aud fees collected am ounted 
to VO 807.25. A city as cosm opo Iran as ours 
and w ith such a large preceutage of tran sien t 
population attracts crim in áis and th e effici­ 
ency of o u r police is well Bhown In th e thorough 
suppression of these people. 
THE SALOON QUESTION. 
A m atter w hich haB engaged m y attention 
largely during th e past year has beea th e regu­ 
lation of th e saloon question. W hile I did not 
expect to reform the olty, I have endeavored to 
keep the disreputable places uuder control, and 
to discourage th e bad elem ent w hich was at­ 
tem pting to bind th e city hend aud foot, and 
in th is I tn in k I have succeeded. 
I cannot be­ 
lieve th a t a higher license—w hile it forms a 
source of revenue—Is a rem edy for any evil 
th at exiBts by v irtu e of th e liquor traffic. The 
increase of th e license w ill not wipe out the 
dives, b u t w ill directly effect the m iddle clara 
of saloon keepers—n eith er rich nor poor—w ho 
are endeavoring to keep respectable places. I 
know I have n o t been .s severe In restricting 
m easures as I co n 'd have boen, yet th e city is 
m uch m ore orderly than it was lera than two 
vears ago, particu larly along Aliso. Alam eda, 
San F ernando and New H igh streets 
The 
B oard of Police Com m issioners have absolute 
pow er to suppress all objectionable places by a 
revocation of th eir licem c, and th is is the 
proper place w here a purification of th e saloon 
question Bhould be m ade. T he num ber of 
saloons can alBO be regulated by th is Board or 
by ordinance. It has been shown by police 
statistics th at th e places keeping o re n between 
m idnight and d ay u g b t are the rendezvous for 
th e low characters who are th e m ain cause of 
trouble 
An ordinance closing all saloons at 
m id n ig h t w ould have a salutary effect. 
THE CITY’S PROGRESS. 
T he progress of elty im provem ents, publie 
an d p rivate, has kept pace w ith th e rapid 
grow th of th e city in population. 
A vast 
am ount of w ork has been done in tb e past two 
years. B ut fe* of o u r citizens seem to realize 
thiB thoro u g h 'y , to judge from th e m any com­ 
plaints th a t have reached m e or have found 
th eir way before th e C ouneil. It is easy to cen­ 
sure a governm ent for an apparent tardiness 
in th e execution of any p artic u la r piece of 
w ork, b u t whe j th e sum total of th e Im prove 
m ents carried o u t In a certain period Is p re­ 
sented, it is a m atter of su rp rlte th at so m uob 
h as really been done. D aring m y ad m in istra­ 
tion m ore grading an d paving has been done 
th an d u rin g th e entire previous history of Los 
Angeles, and th e reports of the City Surveyor 
a n d S up erin ten d en t of Streets w ill show this. 
A g reat bug bear has b een tb e existing street 
law of th e State, com m only know n as th e 
V room an Act, w hich !► fu ll o f obstacles in im i­ 
cal to th e Interests of p riv ate citizens, p articu ­ 
la r!» in th e m atter of grading and paving of 
th e intersection of streets,the expense of w hich 
should, I th in k , be borne bv the city . The new 
ch arter, w hich I tru st w ill be ratified by the 
Legislature, has a better an d m ore acceptable 
stree t law , an d I recom m end th at you take 
som e action to push tb e passage of th e new 
ch arter an d repeal th e Vreoxnan x o t. 
TH E URWBBS OF THB CITY. 
T he rap id grow th of o u r city haa been a h in ­ 
d ran ce in tb e w ay of laying sewer p lp e i A1 
though th ere are tw enty-one m iles already laid, 
th e d em and for more from all sidea has been so 
6reat th at progress has been «low. The ques- 
Ion of sew ering the city thoroughly an d pro- 


vidlng for a proper san itsry disposal of the 
sewage Is, in my opinion, th e m ost Im portant

You have recently had presented to you a 1 1an 
of dispensing with au outlet to the sea, andla 
special com m ittee, composed of reputable sen ­ 
t em en,appointed by your body to visit Atlantic 
City, New Jersey, to Inspect th e W w t ■®'7®r 
system , have returned a favorable r®R°rL 
W hile 1 fully recognize th e great value of the 
w ater w hich could be obtained from tb e sew­ 
age by some m ethod of precipitation of the 
solid m atter, It does not seem to m e th e proper 
thing at this t : me to experim ent. No ope sys­ 
tem of sewerage is universally applicable, aud 
th at w hich m ay do for one place will not do for 
another u n d er totally different conditions 
P ublic health and econom y are th e cardinal 
objects w hich should be dlstluctly kept in view 
in the design and execution of any sew erage 
system . There are m any ways of precipitating 
th e solid m atlet of sewage and there is nothing 
abont th e disposal of sewage th at needs patent­ 
ing, so If the m u n ic’psllty is determ ined to 
m ake an Arrangement of separating the liquid 
from th e solid m atter of the sewage, th e city 
should retain th e en tire m anagem ent and exe­ 
cution of such a project in its own hands and 
d erive for Itself such profit as there m ay to In 
H. The proposition of th e Pacific Sewerage 
Company Is In m y opinion too m uch iu favor 
of th r com pany. At a little greater cost au out­ 
fall Bewer m ight be carried to th e ocean and 
th u s avoid tbe com plications w hich m ay arise 
from a schem e o( this nature. 
THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 
The equipm ent of th e F ire D epartm ent has 
largely Increased d u rin g the last year. ItB effi­ 
ciency and prom ptness, discipline and good 
work at fires Is highly com m endable. Seventy- 
five m en, Including the Chief, Assistant Chief 
E ngineer and Electrician com prise the force 
Seven fire engines, one hook aud ladder truck 
and eight hose carts are in use, of w hich three 
engines and two hose carts were purchased 
and one four-wheel hose carriage was ordered 
d u riD g tb e past year. The total expense of 
this dep artm en t for the year was $55,002.50, 
of w hich $33,075 was paid ont for salaries. 
D u rlig the year there w ere 103 Harms. The 
losses by fire am ounted to $300,000, largely 
covered by Insurance. I would suggest to still 
further inorease th e efficiency of the d epart­ 
m ent, th a t another hook and ladder track be 
fn irchated and a corporation yard and building 
o r th e storage of hay and supplies in quantity 
be established. The salaries of tbe Chief and 
A ssistant Chief Engineer should be increased. 
The probationary period allowed th e R ich­ 
m ond Fire Alaran System w ill expire during 
Jan u ary and I w ould caution you to see that 
th e term s of the contract between the com pany 
and thiB city have been fully com plied with be­ 
fore any more m oney Is paid. I would point 
o u t that th e coutraot calls for a non-interfeiing 
system . 
In a system of th is kind there is in 
each alarm box an autom atically acting m e­ 
chanism w hich w ill prevent th e clashing of 
two signals sen t iu at the sam e m om ent. As at 
present arranged th e system is not non Inter­ 
filin g . 
THE CITY SCHOOLS. 
Some im m ediate provision should be m ade 
to accom m odate tne great dem and for better 
school facilities. At the close of the last school 
year (Ju n e 30, 1888,) th ere were 82 room s in 
use 
By the end of Decem ber th e school ae 
coinm odations will consist of ICO rooms. In­ 
clu d in g 5 rented room s and 0 others wbiob 
m ust soon be discarded as totally unfit for 
school purposes. 
F ire four-room and two 
two-room schools have been added th is year. 
T here was r q actual attendance of 6,300 ch il­ 
dren . 30 percent of whom arc half day scholars. 
If after discarding rented ro m s and others 
totally unfit. 05 rooms were at once placed at 
th e disposal of the Board of Education, the 
n um ber of scholars to a room would be about 
40. The Board of Education had to Its credit 
on Decem ber 1st th e sum of $71,532, which 
does not include th eir apportionm ent of the 
d elin q u en t city taxes or the Board’H allowance 
from tb e county and State d u ring th e current 
year. W hile th e cu rren t expense for salaries 
is heavy, it teem s to m e that tu ere should be a 
sufficient m argin to perm it the im m ediate in­ 
crease of school accom m odations. I would 
suggest also that the long vacations in vogue 
be so shortened that th e sum m er vacation do 
□ot exceed two m onths and the spring aud 
C hristm as vocation do not exceed two weeks.

If our prestige in this regard is not to 
suffer very m aterially in th e near future the 
all im portant question of sew erage m ust be 
taken hold of; som ething m ust be done, and 
done speedily. 
Looking at th e question from 
its lowest and w eakest standpoint, one of m ere 
dollars and cents, the position we now oocupy 
would, in my Judgm ent, ju stify th e expendi­ 
ture of an am ple 
outlay

bursem ent requisite to carry ont the under­ 
taking, to say nothing of th e inestim able bene­ 
fits resulting to the general health In the re ­ 
m oval from o u r m idst of th e noxious influ­ 
ences contequent upon th e inadequate m eans 
for getting rid of O’ir waste m atter. 
The m ost 
skeptical should already be convinced as to 
the urgent necessity for tak lng some action 
H»on this im portant subject. But w hat partio- 
ilar course of actio > should be pursued is a 
question not so easily answ ered. 
Owing to the 
prom inence w hich has recently been given to 
the best system It is likely th at some allusion 
Ih e reo will be expected In this com m unica­ 
tion. When we consider th a t Borne of the most 
eullghtened nations in th e world have m ain­ 
tained for years men of the highest scientific 
attainm ents la the prosecution of researches

The general health of the city Is good, aud 
d uring the past year the death rate was only 
8 .10 p er cent, on an estim ated population of 
80,000. The total deaths from consum ption 
w ere 102, of w hom 05 were Invalids from the 
E astern (states, w ho cam e to this city as a last 
resort aud had residences of less than one year.

CITY FINANCES. 
The City A uditor’s and City T reasurer’ 
ports w ill give a detailed statem ent of the 
citv ’s tinanc**8. The bonded debt of th e city is 
$ 4 0 7 ,0 0 0 , of which tho total Interest of $ 3 0 ,­ 
2 4 0 is paid. Cash on hand December 1st was 
$ 5 3 0 ,8 3 0 .3 1 . 
The 
total 
tax 
levy 
being 
$ 5 0 3 ,0 0 0 3 0 , which in addition to th e receipts 
from licenses and o ther sources will, it is osti- 
m ated, fully oover all expenses of expenditures 
for th e com ing year. 
(ITT PARKS. 
The parks of the city should recolvo vour at­ 
tention. 
The Sixth-street and Plez* Parks 
Illustrate well w hat can be done w ith a little 
m oney in a short tim e, and the Westlake, 
Elysian and East Los Angeles Parks can easily 
be m ade an ornam ent to the city. The con 
venience and im portance of parks as prom en­ 
ades w ill Increase as our city builds u p m ore 
closely and propeity becom es too valuable for 
residences, an a th e planting of shrubs and 
trees now, and other prelim inary work for 
fu tu re beautifying of th e land set aside for park 
purposes, w ould not cost m uch, an d I hope it 
w ill be done. 
MANUFACTURES. 
Borne action should be taken to define the 
lim its of a certain portion of th e city where 
m anufactories could be allowed. Iu m y ju d g ­ 
m en t a reservation bounded by th e river and 
A lam eda 
street 
should be 
designated by 
ordinance as th e proper place for the location 
of all of th e m anufacturing establishm ents of 
this city. This would relieve th e m ore clearly 
residence portion of th e city of m any places 
w hich have been found objectionable. 
The building ordinance should be recon 
structed and strengthened for th e proteet’on of 
th e city from fire by encouraging a better class 
of arcbitcotnre and keeping out of those p o r­ 
tions of the elty em braced w ithin th e fire lim its 
dangerous struotnros. 
RETRENCHMENT. 
T here is an unnecessary and heavy expense 
in severaTdepartm ents of th e city governm ent, 
particularly in th e Street S uperintendent's and 
City Surveyor s offices, an a I would sugges' 
th at you establish theso offices on a m ore econ­ 
om ical basis, w hich could he done w ithout in 
th ed esst im pairing th eir efficiency, 
I w ould recom m end, also, th at in th e passage 
of all ordinances m ore attention be paid to 
detail, and also th at all bll’s presented to you 
be scrutinized and acted upon by you only after 
close Investigation. 
W hile I have undoubtedly been guilty of 
errors d u ring m y incum beuoy, I go out of office 
with th e consciousness of having tried to dom y 
du ty to th e cliv. and I think th at a great deal 
has beeu accom plished d u ring m y term . Tne 
large am ountof Btrcetgradlug and paving done, 
which in th e latter case am ounts to four m iles; 
th e o p e n iu g o f m any new streets, particularly 
I.oh Angeles and N luth.streets: th e building of 
a handsom e City H sll and a fine C ourt House: 
the erection of num erous business blocks and 
rcsldencrs: th e building of bridges and v ía 
ducts across B uena Vista, Kuhrts, First, Seventh 
and N inth streets and Downey avenue - th e con­ 
version of the ordinary horse and m ule street 
car roads Into ono m aguiflcent cable system, 
the moEt extensive in th e United States when 
com plete; th e entrance of to e S anta Fe road 
into this city, th u s bringing In a Htro . g com 
p etltor for traffic, and th eb u ild in g o f the South­ 
ern Pacifio’s fine Arcade depot on Alameda 
street, are all Indicative of the great prosperity 
th at has attended the city d u ring m y adm inis­ 
tration'. 
Iu bidding you an official farew ell 1 venture 
to hope, In order th at the best interests of the 
city be subserved, th at the relations, both pub- 
lie and private, betw een tb e differout branches 
of th e city governm ent will be m aiutained on 
a basis of thorough harm ony and respect.

I am aw are that 
( erhaps s- me o ther person m ight have beeu 
chosen who could have brought greater fore­ 
sight to the task of furthering the city’s in ter­ 
ests, but I wish to say th a t w hatever business 
sagaciiy it m ay be m y good fortune to possess, 
shall be diligently used in h e r behalf. What 
ever of zeal or energy I am capable of bringing 
to bear apon m y own p riv ate affairs shall be 
a*slduouslv devoted to h e r Interests, an d at all 
tim es and u n d er ail circum stances my relations 
with her shall be characterized by th e strictest 
fidelity to her w elfare. I shall now proceed to 
►ay a few w ords upon th e most Im portant 
topics connected with th e adm inistration of 
our m unicipal im provem ent.

age, and that th ere is still so ‘m uch room left 
for honest differences of opinion am ong those 
who have devoted so m uch tim e an d attention 
to such m atters I hope th at I will not be charged 
w ita any indecision of ch aracter If I fall w ithin 
the brief space of time allowed me for exam i­ 
nation to present a fall Hedged pl»n for the so­ 
lution of this in tricate q u estio n . 
If it is neces­ 
sary to go to th e t en in order to get unques­ 
tionable facilities for th e disio sitlo u of our 
sewage 
m atter, 
I 
would

of It. But I do not wish to consum e th e city’s 
lends In a course of experim ents. Concerning 
the West system , there is one very noticeable 
feature used a t Atlantic City w hich is om itted 
in th e plan proposed for th is city; th at is tha 
use of a furnace for the propul»ion of sewage 
and the destruction of sew er gas. Allow m e 
here to particularly rem ark th at as some of our 
best citizens h av e honestly and candidly ex­ 
pressed a favorable opinion of the W est system 
as used in A tlantic City, I hope they w ill not 
feel that I am casting any i eje ctio n ou them , 
should I say anything disparagingly regarding 
the system proposed for th is city; for I m ust 
say that I do not think th a t th eir testim onials 
for the A tlantic City system w onld be at all 
binding upon th em as an endorsem ent of the 
ivstem proposed for this city. 
It is opinion 
hat the om ission referred to is im portant, and 
[ call attention to the fact for th e reason that 
be tystem th ere used seem s to be m ade the 
jasis of operation for th e Introduction of the 
West system here, the backbone of th e argu­ 
m ent for supply lug us w ith a sim ilar oue. 
There Is no m eutlon of a furnace In th e con­ 
tract subm itted by the Pacific Sewerage Com­ 
pany to th e city for Ub acceptance, n o r is there 
auy m ention of any process for th e destruction 
of raw er gas by heat or o herw lse.

of dollars Is placed by said com pany, is 
carefully scrutinized before any obligations in 
regard to the sam e are contracted on the part 
of o u rm u u icip al corporation, The claim , as 
set forth lu th e pam phlet m entioned, seems to 
be m uch m ore strenuously devot d to a graphic 
description of an ingenious piece of m ecnan- 
Ism than to dealing with a novel process for the 
filtration of sew age deposit or coping w ith that 
deleterious agent know n os sew er gas. The 
claim constitutes the v ital portion oi the p at­ 
ent, and it w ould perhaps be w ell to have tbe 
opinion of th e city ’s legal adviser upon the 
subject, and especially ou these two points; 
Oue is to sec If the claim Is carefully and 
clearly draw n, and Lrosd enough to cover the 
desired ground and be of some practical value: 
th e other Is, adm itting th at It Is so drawn, 
whethor, In th e light of p rior patents and the 
previous experience of m ankind regarding tbe 
subject, such claim is w arranted, o t w hich fact 
the granting o t th e p aten t is by no m eans con­ 
clusive evidence. Speaking of p rio r patents, 
if th is Is as valuable as th e proposed contract 
subm itted by the Sewerage C om pany clearly 
indicate, m ay th ere no t be conflicting claims, 
form ing a n ice subject for settlem ent in the 
courts of th e United States after years of pro 
tracted litigation. Of course, thiB feature can 
bo rem edied by the exaction of sufficient 
bonds; but n o am onnt of bonds can give value 
to a patent defective In either of tn e points 
above referred to. Owing to th e lim ited tim e 1 
have had for th e exam ination of this m atter, 1 
feel considerable delicacy In expressing a posl 
tiv e opinion iu regard to certain features of

Large and beautiful parks are oue of th e moat 
attractive fe a ttre s of every well ordered city. 
D uring the term of office of the gentlem an who 
has ju»t preceded me, th e Sixth-street park has 
beeu very m uch Im proved aud rendered a 
lovely and elegant spot. I desire to encourage 
im piovem ent in a sim ilar direction in other 
quarters, and feel assured th at we shall not lag 
behind th e tim es on so im portant a subject.

boxes of fruit this year. 
Ho give details 
on which he forms his estimates. 
On 
the Bradnury place there are three acres 
of oranges which will yield 500 boxes. 
These are probably budded fruit worth 
$3 to $4 per box. 
Mre. Wilson has five 
acres of five-year-old trees which will 
produce 250 boxes. Th9se are also budded 
trees, and are not in half-bearing. Thomas 
Glenny has five 
acres of seven-year 
old treeB which will yield 800 boxes. 
These also are of the budded varieties. 
At $3 per box hie five acres brings him 
in $2,400. 
In two years more the crop 
will be nearly fully twice as large as the 
present one. 
Dr. Buttolph has 15 acres 
of trees six to twelve years old. 
He 
will have 2,000 boxes worth $<1,000. The 
Messrs. Baldwin, Savage and Smith have 
fifteen acres of trees eight to fourteen 
years old. They seem to have a poor 
crop as they are set down for oBly 1,500 
boxes. On another ranch Mr. Bradbury 
has fifteen acres of young trees which 
promise 1,500 boxes. 
That is a box to 
the tree. Mrs. Crane has five acres of 
five-year-old trees from which she will 
get 500 boxes. It m ust not be forgotten 
that these trees will increase in fruit 
fulness until they are twelve years old. 
Good budded trees, well cared for in 
their mature stage, are sure to yield at

He will market 2,500 
boxes of fruit. 
John Scott has ten acres 
in oranges and lemons. 
His trees are 
from one to ten years old, the larger 
part of them being young. 
lie will 
have 000 boxes of 
oranges and 200 
of lemons. 
Mr. Van Dorn has ten 
acres of oranges, from which he will 
harvest 1,000 boxes. 
Alexander Weil 
and Eugene Meyer 
have twenty-five 
acres of oranges. 
From this there have 
been harvested as high as seventeen car­ 
loads or 6,120 boxes. This year the crop 
is light. 
There will be ten to twelve 
carloads. 
The trees are ten to seventeen 
years old. W m. W hitaker’s estate owns 
seven acres of six-year-old orange trees.

The Mea 
aenger says: 
“ A tract of land compris­ 
ing this and another ranch was purchased 
a few years ago for $1,200. One half was 
sold for $6,000, and four years later the 
other half was sold for $22,500. 
I t could 
not be had now for less than $00,000.” 
The Seymour and Johnson ranch contains 
seven and a half aeree of oranges. The 
crop is light this year—600 boxes. W. 
M. Chippendale haa fifteen acres in 
young trees. 
H e will sell 1,000 boxes of 
oranges. A. S. Baldwin has seven acres 
in oranges. He will market 1,000 boxeb. 
Ernest W atson has 2,250 orange trees, 
I,500 of which are fifteen to eighteen 
years old. 
llis crop will aggregate 3,500 
boxes. 
From two trees last year he 
picked twenty-seven boxes. 
H e has 350 
lemon trees from which he will harvest 
1,000 
boxes. George Merrill has ten 
acres of oranges which bear 1,000 boxes 
H e has thirty acres of walnuts from 
which lie sold $1,500 worth of nuts. 
E. 
H . Boden has 0Í3 acres of oranges and 
will have 600 boxes.

That the profits from oranges 
are universally large, and generally pro 
digious.

bug 
can be kept out of orchards by proper 
care and good cultivation. 
Many of the orchardists at Duarte are 
preparing to plant more orange trees the 
coming spring. 
Some will set out as 
many as 1 000 young trees. Three large 
nurseries at this place do a thriving busi­ 
ness in supplying their neighbors with 
trees. 
The cultivation of the orange in this 
section is not dead, and will not dio. 
W here care is taken the industry is in 
as flourishing a condition as ever it was. 


W o r k m a n '! M e s s a g e . 
W e print in other columns of the 
H e r a l d this morning the farewell mes­ 
sage of Mayor W orkman. It is a straight­ 
forward, business-like docum ent, which 
gives a plain statem ent of the general 
affairs of the city, and makes a num ber 
of suggestions to the new government 
worthy of consideration. 
The retiring 
Mayor briefly adverts to the fact that we 
are greatly in want of school-room. A 
very large proportion of the children are 
attending school only half the time for 
the 
want 
of accommodations. This 
should, of course, be remedied. 
We 
cannot afford that our school facilities 
should fail to keep even with the growth 
of our city and population. 
The ex-M ayor hits the saloon question 
square in the eyes when he says that 
high license will not weed out the disor­ 
derly dives and deadfalls. 
That is a 
m atter for the Police power to remedy, 
by closing up the objectionable places 
and revoking the license of all places 
that 
become 
disorderly. 
Indeed a 
greater circumspection of 
the char 
acter of the persons applying for licenses 
should be observed 
than has here­ 
tofore obtained. 
No license should be 
issued to a “ dum m y,” Only those who 
are the actuai owners or lessees of 
saloons should be granted licenses, and 
strict rules should be enforced about the 
transfer of licenses. 
We understand 
that in a great num ber of instances 
saloons have been transferred to dis­ 
reputable characters after the licenses 
had been obtained by men who pass for 
respectable. 
The police force ought to 
be always aide to give satisfactory testi­ 
mony to the Board of Police Commis­ 
sioners on the status of any saloon. 
The message discourages the accept­ 
ance by the city of the West sewage sys­ 
tem, and questions the right of any com­ 
pany to claim a patent to a natural pro­ 
cess of disinfection which has been in use 
m any cities for years, with perhaps 
slight variations in the modes of filtra­ 
tion and deodorization. On this point 
tho outgoing and the incoming Mayors 
both agree, the latter considering it pre­ 
sumptuous for any company to try to 
make the city pay a large bonus for a 
system which it can carry out itself. 
The er-M ayor treats upon the wonder­ 
ful growth of the city and the difficulties 
that accumulated suddenly upon the 
Executive on account of this sudden 
growth. Y et he points with pride to the 
fact that notw ithstanding this abnormal 
condition, the peace and good order of 
the city has been preserved, and that the 
public im provem ents so suddenly ren ­ 
dered necessary have been pushed for­ 
ward, not perhaps as rapidly as we could 
desire, but as expeditiously as it was 
possible under the circumstances. 
The message will be read with interest. 


M r. B r y s o n , our newly elected Mayor, 
in taking his seat yesterday sent the 
City Council his message. 
I t will be 
found in other columns of the H e r a l d 
this morning. The paper is plain and 
practical. 
It is just such a setting-forth 
of our affairs as m ight be expected from 
the new Mayor. There is to be no sen­ 
timental nonsense in this adm inistration. 
The city governm ent is for the material 
interests of the city.

If they 
will put one-quarter of w hat is thus 
saved into judicious advertising in the 
daily papers, setting forth that under 
lower rents they are able to shade prices 
a little they will find buyers iheking to 
the new stands. Try it.

W a s h in g to n , December 17.—In the 
Senate to-day at 12:40 p . m . President 
pro tern Ingalls presented the resolution 
of Riddlebcrger proposing the reorgani­ 
zation of the Senate after January 1st 
and its author spoke in support of it, 
He said its object was to put Bome other 
than the Senator from Kansas in the 
chair, asserting that he had been the 
chief figure in the most disorderly scenes 
he could recollect occurring on the Sen­ 
ate floor. He said the change was neces­ 
sary in order that the faith of the Repub­ 
lican party, pledged to the consideration 
of the British extradition treaty in open 
session might be kept. 
At the conclusion of his rem arks in fa­ 
vor of the resolution Riddleberger asked 
leave to withdraw it, but objection was 
made by H arris, of Tennessee, who 
moved to lay it on the table, and called 
for the yeas and nays. 
After paying a 
high tribute to Ingalls’ im partiality and 
ability, finally the Senator from Vir­ 
ginia was perm itted to withdraw his 
resolution aud the incident closed. 
Among the bills reported from commit­ 
tees and placed on the calendar were the 
Senate bill to establish a m int at Denver 
House bill to provide certain arm s, am 
mnnition and equipage to Oregon for 
militia purposes; Senate bill to open the 
abandoned 
m ilitary 
reservations 
Nevada to homestead entry. 
Morrill offered a resolution (which 
went over) to hold evening sessions here­ 
after. 
The conference report on the bill as to 
the Chippewa 
Indian reservation in 
Minnesota was explained and agreed to. 
The Senate then resumed considera­ 
tion of the Tariff hill at paragra; h 14' , 
referring to togger’s iron. This paragraph 
and the preceding ones on the same sub­ 
ject were passed uv.-r informally without 
any action. 
The next paragraph (148, was “ as to 
spikes, nuts aud w ashers, aud hc-rse, 
mule or ox shoes of wrought iron or steel, 
imposing a duty of 1 8-10 cents per 
pound. 
Vest moved to am end by reduc. 
ing the rate to 1}8‘ cents per pound, 
Rejected. 
The next paragruph (149) was “ As to 
wheels or parts thereof made of iron or 
steel, and steel tire for wheel purposes on 
railways, wholly 
ofr partly manufac­ 
tured,” imposing a rate of 2}<¡¿ cents per 
pound, and oi 134 cents per pound on in­ 
gots for the same, w ithout regard to de­ 
gree or manufacture. 
M cPherson moved to am end by mak 
ing the rates 2 cents aud 1*£ cents per 
pound, respectively. 
After a' long dis­ 
cussion the am endm ent was rejected. 
The House holiday adjournm ent bill 
was laid before the Senate and referred 
to the committee on finance. 
The con­

T h e C o u r s e o f L e g i s l a t i o n S ta y e d 
b v f r u b l a n T h o l i e s . 
W a s h in g to n , December 17.—In tLe 
House to-day, on motion of Phelan, of 
Tennessee, a bill was passed for the in­ 
corporation of the American Historical 
Association. Audrew D. White, of New 
York, George D. Bancroft, of the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, and Justin Windsor, 
of M assachusetts, are among the incor­ 
porators named. 
The Committee on Ways and Means 
reported back the concurrent resolution 
for a holiday recess from December 21st 
to January 7th. 
The committee pro­ 
posed an am endm ent, substituting Janu­ 
ary 4th for the latter date. 
The am endm ent was rejected and the 
original resolution was passed. 
Some days ago Lawlor, of Illinois, in­ 
troduced a bill in the House pensioning 
veterans when they reach the age of 60 
years. 
To-day he introduced an am end­ 
m ent reducing the age to 50. 
A long wrangle ensued over the pro­ 
posal to appropriate $2,000 for the ex 
penses of the Ford Im m igrant Committee, 
it being charged that the Committee was 
junketing and going outside of the scope 
originally intended, particularly in con­ 
sidering the proposition looking to the 
excluding of actors. 
After some further debate the resolu­ 
tion was adopted. 
The Speaker proceeded to call tho 
States for the introduction of bills. 
McRae, of Arkansas, introduced a bill 
to settle certain outstanding accouuts be­ 
tween the U nited Sta'es and Arkansas, 
dem anded its reading in full, his object 
being to consume time and prevent an 
attem pt to pass the Oklahoma bill under 
suspension of the rules. 
Springer made, the point of order that 
it was not com petent for a m em ber to 
dem and a leading, but the point was 
overruled by the Speaker. 
The reading having been completed 
Barr.rs, of Georgia, another opponent of 
the bill, introduced a bill to establish a 
uniform r*ja(eni of bankruptcy, a meas­ 
ure of eighty printed pages", and de­ 
manded its reading. 
Springer declared that this was an 
effort to prevent the House from consid­ 
ering the Oklahoma bill. 
The reading was interrupted by W ar­ 
ner, of Missouri, who stated th at it was 
evident that the opponents of the Okla­ 
homa bill would not allow its considera­ 
tion to-day, and in the interest of other 
public business he was willing to have 
the bill laid aside temporarily. 
Barnes withdrew his bankruptcy bill. 
The call of States was then continued, 
but after Perkins, of Kansas, bad put íd 
a bill appropriating $50,000 for a public 
building at Arkansas City, Kan., the call 
of the roll was again inteñupted by An­ 
derson. of Kansas, who, with a large 
printed bill in his hand, said he had as­ 
surances from Outhwalte, of Ohio, chair­ 
man of the Pacific Railroads Committee, 
that he wonld not attempt to pass the 
Union Pacific Funding bill under sus­ 
pension of JRe rules. 
He wished to call 
the attention of Mr. Oathwaite and the 
House to this fact. 
Outhwalte said he had told the gentla- 
man from Kansas he would not move the 
passage of the bill under suspension, but 
he had made and intended to make no 
agreement which would preclude him 
from offering a resolution fixing a day 
for the consideration of the bill. 


Owing to a noise in the Cham ber, An- 
-lerson understood this to be a promise 
that no such resolution would bo offered 
and he took his seat without introducing 
tho measure he held in his hand. 
The Speaker had recognized Breckin­ 
ridge, of Kentucky, to introduce the bill, 
appropriating $25,000 for the establish­ 
ment of a zoological garden in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, 
when 
Anderpon 
became aware of his error. 
He thereupon asked unanimous con­ 
sent to introduce the bill before him , his 
purpose being to kill time by dem anding 
its reading, but Outhwaite objected. The 
call was then continued and several bills 
were introduced. 
Then bpinola, of New York, arose and 
paid he hold in his hand a bill which he 
would introduce by request., disclaiming 
any responsibility for a single item in it. 
Ho sent to the Clerk’s desk a copy of the 
Senate Tariff bill and dem anded the 
reading of it. 
Outhwaite—In other words, the gentle 
man has joined the filibusters. 
Spinola—It means we will not have 
the Nicaraugua hill to-day. 
D unham , of Illinois, moved to adjourn. 
Lost; yeas 44, nays 127. 
Spinola then withdrew his bill, and 
the call continued, several measures be­ 
ing introduced. 
Morrow, of California, moved to sus­ 
pend tho i ules and pass, with am end­ 
m ent, the Senate bill increasing to $650.­ 
000 the lim it of the cost of the public 
budding in San Francisco. 
Agreed to. 
Springer, on behalf of the Committee 
on Territories, moved to suppend the 
rules and adopt a resolution making the 
Senate bill for the admission of the State 
of South Dakota and for the organization 
of the Territory of N oith Dakota a 
special order for to-morrow and from day 
to day until disposed of, provided that 
an omnibus bill m ay be offered as a sub­ 
stitute therefor. 
Thereafter other bills 
relating to the admission of Territories 
shall be disposed of in the order fixed by 
the Committee. 
The motion was agreed to and the 
resolution adopted. 
Adjourned. 
The sub-committee of the House Com 
m ittee on Private 
Land Claims has 
agreed to report favorably to the full 
Committee the joint resolution looking 
to the relief of settlers on the Maxwoll 
land grant.

N ew O r l e a n s, December 17.—Follow­ 
ing is the latest from the Mississippi 
tragedy, and is believed to he an au* 
thentic account: 
A special dispatch from Columbus, 
Miss., to the Picayune says: 
Several 
gentlemen reached this city this morning 
from Artesia, bringing news of the whole­ 
sale slaughter of a const ible’s posse near 
W ahalak, a small station on the Mobile 
and Ohio railroad, near Macon, Miss. 
On Friday last a Negro and a white boy 
got into a fight. The white boy’s father 
attem pted to separate them ,w hen lie was 
set upon by the Negro boy and his father 
and terribly beaten. 
Yesterday 
the 
white men swore out a w arrant for the 
Negro’s arrest, and Constable Beth Cobb 
went to the Negro’s house to execute it 
when he was attacked by a num ber of 
Negroes and beaten. He then summoned 
a posse of twelve men and went yester­ 
day evening to arrest the Negro" The 
posse were fired upon from ambush and 
five were killed outright and six wounded 
more or less seriously. The news spread 
rapidly 
and 
the 
Negroes 
were 
strongly reinforced. 
W ahalak 
tele­ 
graphed 
along 
the line 
for 
help 
and 
M eridan responded 
with 
about 
seventy-five well-armed 
men. 
They 
were joined at every station, and reach­ 
ing W ahalak, marched im mediately to ' 
the scene of bloodshed. 
The Negroes 
were barricaded, and refused to surren­ 
der or give up the dead whiteB. 
At noon 
the forces were supposed to be about 
equal, and what tho result is uo one here 
knows. 
This afternoon news was received that 
the belligerent Negroes have retreated to 
the swamps and are stubborn, while the 
non-combatant Negroes are fleeing to the 
woods in terror. There is considerable 
excitem ent here and the news is waited 
with utmost anxiety. 
Following is a list of the killed and 
wounded: 
Killod—H enry Maury, Betli 
Cobb, Tom Nicholson, Bill Vaughan, Bill 
Hare. 
Wounded—Frank M anry, Tom 
Giles, Bob Harper, H. L. H arper, John 
Dew, Jeff Thomas. 
Judging from the past, the situation is 
anything but reassuring. 
Those who re­ 
member the riots of 1875 shudder as they 
contémplate all the horror oí a race war. 
The affair is greatly regretted by all good 
citizens, who foresee th a t much blood­ 
shed may be the result, and while there 
is no doubt as to who will be victors 
when the crisis comes, still it is a most 
deplorable affair and one that will have 
a baneful influence on the South. 
The Negroes have not been idle. 
Re­ 
ports irom the place where they are 
congregating Btate their num ber is Seing 
continually increased by reinforcements 
and that they are fully arm ed and de­ 
termined to light to the end. 
Midnight—Advices just received from

of 
the 
trouble 
state 
th at the Negroes have become alarmed 
at the num ber of reinforcements which 
the whites have received from all quar­ 
ters, and have retreated to the swamps, 
where they are fortifying themselves and 
making every preparation to resist an 
attack. They are arm ed with shotguns, 
muskets and pistols, and are abundautly 
supplied with am munition. The whites 
are mostly anued with W inchester rifles, 
shotguns and some side arm s, and are de­ 
termined to put a stop to such outbreaks. 
The present scene of trouble is about fire 
miles from W ahalak and reports are hard 
to get. 
Late reports are to the effect that 
the whites and blacks are about equal in 
num bers aud the w hites were about to 
advance to the swamp. 
This of course 
increases the excitem ent here and re­ 
ports of an encounter are hourly ex­ 
pected. That it will be fearful in its 
results no one doubts. 
M em ph is, December 17.—An Avalanche 
special from M eridian, Miss., savs: The 
party who left here for W ahalak to-day 
have returned, re porting everything quiet 
at nightfall and no further fighting. 
S t . L o u is, December 17.—A Republic 
special from W ahalak, received at 2 a . 
m., says but one man was killed, Consta­ 
ble Seth Cobb, while four were wounded, 
only one seriously. 
The posse which got 
into trouble was not a legal bodv and no 
w arrant had been issued for the Negro. 
There is little likelihood of further trouble.
